Introduction @ 


Ladybird: A Cover Story is, quite simply, a book of 
Ladybird front covers. Over the following 500 pages 
youll find a carefully selected collection scanned directly 
from the original books in Ladybird’s own archive: 
tattered jackets, battered edges and all. 

From the first ever Ladybird book in the familiar little 
hardback format, Bunnikins Picnic Party, to the later 
years of Ladybird as it headed towards the twenty-first 
century, this book showcases over five decades of the 
most distinctive Ladybird publishing. 


Rather than an ordered march through time, in 
Ladybird: A Cover Story we’ve mixed up how the covers 
are put together on the pages. Some show the changes 
in cover design and art style for the same titles as they 
were updated and refreshed over the years. Some sit 
with another book of a similar theme, all the better to 
compare and contrast. Some have a rather more 
tongue-in-cheek pairing that invites you to take a closer 
look. Others just look lovely placed together. 


A mix of the classic, the striking and the quirky, all the 
Ladybird covers in this book have something interesting 
to say about the era they were published in. There are 
the reassuring rhyming stories of the austere 1940s 


that were the first to carry the Ladykird logo on 

the front; the prosperous, idyllic 1950s vistas where 
Daddy went out to work in his hat, Mummy shopped 
daily at the greengrocer’s and the sun always shone; 
the fast-moving 1960s with its detailed look at new 
technologies; the rather more realistic views and muted 
palette of the 1970s and the brasher, bolder covers and 
art of the Day-Glo 1980s. 


The period between 1950-70 has often been called the 
‘Golden Age of Ladybird’, with each book reflecting 

an idealized, prosperous view of Britain through its 
cheery illustrations. During this time, instead of using 
traditional children’s book illustrators, Ladybird was 
working with commercial artists more used to plying 
their trade in the advertising world. Established 
names such as Martin Aitchison, Allen W. Seaby, John 
Berry, Charles Tunnicliffe, Eric Winter and Harry 
Wingfield, amongst others, all illustrated beautiful, 
closely observed images for Ladybird across a broad 
range of topics. The skill of the artists and the simple 
but effective cover design is such that these detailed 
pictures still resonate with us today. The books that 
contain them are often the very first ones that people 
remember from their own childhoods. 


We've done our best to include the majority of these 
classic, memorable covers from Ladybird’s history — the 
books that you, the Ladybird fans, tell us you love the 
most. We also asked Ladybird staff, both old and new, 


to nominate their top covers for inclusion. As well as 
nods to perennial favourites such as Key Words, which 
has taught millions to read, Well-loved Tales, for the 
wonderful fairy-tale retellings, Nature for the beautiful, 
immersive pictures and How it Works for the level of 
fascinating, painstaking detail, some were chosen 
simply for their great design. The Ladybird Book of 
Handwriting and The Ladybird ABC are just some 
examples of timeless covers that are just as strong 
today as they were fifty years ago. 


Ladybird is also a perfect time capsule for parts of 
society that no longer exist. Books such as The Pottery 
Makers or The Miners do not just have beautiful covers, 
but provide valuable insight into a British way of life 
that’s now lost forever. 


A further look at some of the books on our shelves 
drew a wry chuckle or downright belly laugh. It’s hard 
to imagine that The Public Services: Gas or The Story 
of Plastics would be key topics for a children’s book 
today, but these and others were true to the company’s 
motto of ‘a Ladybird book for every subject’. Ladybird 
presented even the smallest corners of the everyday 
world in engaging detail and colour, perfect for the 
curious child to explore. 


The joy of Ladybird books is that they represent a 
happy childhood with its boundless curiosity and 
optimism, sense of fun and discovery. Opening each 


little book as an adult gives an almost physical rush of 
nostalgia, taking the reader back to a simpler time. 


Is there a nation’s favourite Ladybird? Although by 

no means definitive, a large number of votes always 
go to Well-loved Tales: Cinderella, first published in 
1964. This particular cover is remembered by many 
with the greatest affection — the kind fairy godmother, 
the lavish coach, the footmen in their braided uniform, 
Cinderella in a stunning pink dress, all right there 

on the page to be pored over — but what makes a 
brillant or terrible cover is always a matter of great 
debate. One person’s Cinderella can be another’s Ugly 
Stepsister. So, as well as the classic and the timeless 
covers we know everyone loves, we have also chosen 
to give an airing to some of the perhaps lesser-known 
titles from Ladybird’s bookshelves. 


In each case, every page of Ladybird: A Cover Story 

is sure to trigger a flood of fond memories as well 

as lively debate as to each cover’s various merits. 
Which unfamiliar gems will make you laugh and which 
classic titles will you reminisce over? Most importantly, 
which is YOUR favourite Ladybird cover of all? 


A note on image reproduction 


All Ladybird covers featured in this book were 
originally published as mini hardbacks (175 x 117 mm). 
This was the standard format for all Ladybird books 
from 1940 onwards, due to the economy of being able to 
make one book from a single sheet of paper. 


Ladybird: A Cover Story is exactly the same size as 
these traditional mini hardbacks — therefore all covers 
within are slightly smaller, shown at 84% of their 
actual size. 


Image retouching and colour correction has been kept 
to a minimum to ensure faithful reproduction of the 
original, time-worn books from the Ladybird archive.
